While there is dis- 
appointment because ‘the movement for 
the Capture of a large force of the 
Filipinos was not successful, it is be- 
lieved the pressing of the insurgents 
steadily toward the north, the captur- 
ing of their capital and driving them 
from place to place has had a very 
discouraging effect ‘the natives 
who have been following Aguinaldo. 
It is evident by the reference which 
Gen. Otis makes to reconnoitering par- 
ties. that he is having the country 
thoroughly covered and that the infor- 
metion which they are giving him is 
the basis of the dispatch received to- 
day. It is believed that desertions 
will soon deplete the army of Agui- 
naldo to little or nothing. That por- 
tion of the dispatch relating to the 
Visayans refers to the operations of 
which Iloilo is the base.

mish with 1000 insurgents intrenched 
at Quingua, five miles northeast of 
Malolos, the main body of the rebel 
army being apparently between Quin- 
gua and Pulitan. Other detached forces 
of the enemy retreated to the east- 
ward and entered Mateo Valley, .where 
they were repulsed by Gen. Hall's 
troops. 

Scouts penetrating close to Calum- 
pit found that their mules sank in a 
soft spot in the road. This led to tne 
discovery of two breech-loading coast 
guns buried at the crossroads. The 
presence of the guns there is a mys- 
tery. The troops will make a thorough 
search for any additional arms that 
may be hidden. 

Maj. Cobbe of the Third Artillery has 
been appointed provost marshal. 
Twenty miles of country between 
Caloocan and Malolos is dotted with 
white flags displayed by hundreds of 
Filipinos who are returning to their 
homes. The better class of Filipinos 
who fled at the approach of the Amer- 
ican troops are now coming back over- 
land or in boats to Malolos. A priest 
entered the American lines, asking 
permission to retufn to his clerical 
duties. 

Prisoners captured by the American 
troops report that there is a scarcity 
of food among the insurgent troops. 
Gen. MacArthur estimates that 100,000 
Filipinos deserted their homes, and be- 
‘lieves that their desire to return is a 
most favorable indication. The situa- 
tion in the southern islands continues 
uncertain. The last move of the na- 
tives there is to extinguish lights in 
the lighthouses.

Mayor of Columbus, was 
defeated for reélection by Samuel J. 
Swartz, (Rep.) formerly Police Judge, 
hy a decisive majority. Mayor Black 
is president of the League of American 
Municipalities, and this fact was used 
as an argument in support of his can- 
didacy by the party managers. The 
election- was fought on straight party 
lines, however, and was one of the 
most bitterly contested in the history 
of-the city, the total vote cast, 27,764, 
peing heavier than at the gubernatorial 
election last fall. 

Judge Swartz is the first Republi- 
can. elected Mayor of the city in 
twelve years. The city is normally 
Republican by about one “thousand, 
though it has given majorities of up- 
wards of 3000. Heretofore local issues 
and factional fights have operated 
against the Republicans, but united 
action was secured today by an agree- 
ment which gave Judge Nash, who fs 
a candidate for the Republican nomi- 
nation for. Governor, the solid delega- 
tion from Franklin county in the com- 
ine State convention. 

The vote is as foilows: 

Swartz (Rep.) 14,151. Black (Dem.) 
12.758. Swartz’s plurality 1293. There 
were three minor party candidates, but 
thev polled an insignificant vote. AIP 
other candidates on the Republican 
city ticket were elected. 

JONES THE ATTRACTION.

WAR REVENUE 


Supreme Court Decides 
Taxes Valid. 


Law Constitutional as Applied to 
Stock Exchanges, 


Vases at Issue All Come from a 
Chieago Court. 


Facilities Offered at Exchanges og 
Hoards of Trade Afford Just 
Groand for Classification and 
Taxation—Powers of Congress. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, April 3.—Much in- 


others in the decision of the case in 
the United States Supreme Court today 
involving the validity of the War Rev- 
enue law. The opinion was handed 
down by Justice Peckham, who orally 
announced on a bare summary of the 
written document. The opinion, as 
prepared for presentation, took up the 
various phases of the subject, hold- 
ing the lew constitutional as applied, 
not only to stock exchanges but to 
live stock yards as well, the principle 
being the same in all cages. 

. THE CASES. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, April 3.—The cases 
were those of James N. Young vs. 
James Ames, United States Marshal; 
petition for habeas corpus by George 
R. Nichols, petitioner; Edwin Skillen, 
appellant, vs. the marshal, and Charleg 
Hingerson, plaintiff in error, vs. the 
United States. The cases all came 
from the Chicago Federal Court. The 
cases involve especially the validity 
of the tax provided for by the War 
Revenue Act, upon sales and contracts 
to sell merchandise upon exchan 
boards of trade, or similar places. 
War Revenue Act requires a memo-~- 
randum to be made of the transac- 
tions and a stamp affixed, the amount 
of which is measured by the standard 
of value. 


The cases of George R.-Nichols, ap- 
pellant,-ef Nichols, petitioner, and of 
Skillen, appellant, present all the 
phasés involved in stock transactions 
on the Board of Trade in Chicago. 

The case of Hingerson involves the 
question whether the Union Stock 
Yards of Chicago is an exchange or 
similar place, making sales’ taxable 
there. The court, in its opinion, sus- 
tained the validity of the tax and held 
also that the stock yards is a place 
similar to an exchange, making its 
transactions taxable. 

The case was argued by ex-Secretary 
Carlisle and Mr. Robins of Chicago for 
the petitioners, and by J. K. Richards, 
Solicitor-General, for the government, 
Carlisle contended that the ¢ax on sales 
-of.-exchanges is a direet tax, first, be- 
cause it is virtually a tax wpon the 


the tax cannot be shifted, but must 
be paid by the seller on the exchange. 
It was also insisted that if the tax is 
an indirect tax, it lacks uniformity, be- 
cause not imposed upon all sales when- 
ever made. The point was also made 
that it is a stamp tax on documents, 
and that Congress has no power to ree 
quire a written memorandum to be 
made upon ¢ransactions within a State 
for the purpose of taxing such memo- 
randums. 

The court, in its opinion, carefully 
discusses all these objections and over- 
rules them. It holds that it is not a 
direct tax, but a“duty or excise, laid 
upon the privilege, opportunity or fa- 
cility offered at boards of trade or ex- 
changes for the prosecution of the busi- 
ness, mentioned in the act. 

‘Tt is,”’ the court further says, “not 
a tax upon the memorandums of ex- 
change, or upon the membership.in the 
exchange, nor is it a tax upon the sales 
generally. The act limits the €ax to 
sales at any exchange or board of trade 
or other: similar place, and its fair 
meaning is to impose a duty upon these 
provisions or facilities there found.” 

The facilities there afforded, the 
court says, afford a just ground for 


character of che taxing‘ power and the 
responsibility of adapting it to chang- 
ing conditions is destroyed by é#éhe 
court, it distinctly holding that in or- 
der to tax a privilege it is necessary 
that it should be created by ¢he gov- 
ernment. The requirement of a memo-,, 
randum is upheld because it is neces- 
sary for the collection of a tax. The 
tax is pronounced uniform because it 
applies to all who enjoy the special 
privileges or facilities incident to the 
transaction of business at boards. of 
arade and similar places. 

Referring to the stock-yards case, 
Justice Peckham said: “A perusal of 
the facts contained in the record of the 
case shows that these yards serve all 
the purposes of an exchange ora board 
of trade, and they amount, in sub- 
stance, to the same thing. The differ- 
ences existing between them are in- 
substantial insofar as this point is con- 
cerned.” 

POWERS OF CONGRESS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, April 3.—In speak- 
ing of the general powers of Congress 
as to taxation, Justice Peckham said: 

“In searching for proper subjects of 
taxation to raise moneys for the sup- 
port of the government, Congress must 
have the right to recognize the manner 
in which the business of the country 
is actually transacted; how, among 
other things, the exchange of commod- 
ities is effected; what facilities for 
the conduct of business exist; what 
is their nature and-how they operate; 
and what, if any, practicable and rec- 
ognizable distinction there may be be- 
tween a transaction which is effected 
by means of using certain facilities and 
- one where such facilities are not avail- 
able of by the parties to the same 
kind of a transaction. 

“Having the power to recognize these 
various facts, it must also follow that 
Congress is justified, if not compelled, 
in framing a statute relating to taxa- 
tion to legisjate with direct reference 
to the existing conditions of trade 
and business throughout the country 
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and to the manner in which they are 
earried on, 

Chicago Board of Trade is 
treated in the opinion as a type of 
boards of trade all over the country, 
thé size of the chief instituton, only 
‘serving to emphasize its importance. 
It is common knowledge that these ex- 
changes encourage and promote honest 
and fair dealing among their mem- 
bers; that they provide penalties for 
the violation of their rules in that 
regard, and ‘that contracts between 
members relating to business on the 
have the advantage of the 
sancti provided by the exchange for 
such purposes. . Nor is there 
any doubt that these exchanges facil- 
itate exchanges of purchase and sale. 
and it would seem that such facilities 
or privileges, even though not grant- 
ed by the government or by a State, 
ought nevertheless to be recognized 
as existing facts and to be’ subject 
to the judgment of Congress as fit mat- 
ters for taxation. 

"The tax,’ ‘he said. “is not a direct 
tax within the meaning of the constt- 
tution, but is in the nature of a duty 
or-excise. The amount of such tax 
when imposed in a case like this may 
be increased or. diminished by the ex- 
tent to which the privilege or facil- 
ity is used, and it is fixed in this act 
by the value of the property trans-* 
ferred by means of using such privi- 


léwe—or facility: but this does. not 
make the tax a direct one. 
do not see that any material differ- 


erice exists when the gale is for fu- 
ture delivery. The thing agreed to be 
sold is the same whether for immediate 
or. future delivery.” 

On the point of discrimination, it 
was remarked that ‘“‘a purchase occurs 
whenever a sale is effected,” and to say 
that a purchaser at an exchange sale 
must be taxed for the facilities made 
use of in making the purchase or else 
that the tax on the seller is void, is 
simply to insist. upon doubling the tax. 
Nor is it necessary to tax the use of 
the privilege under al! circumstances 
in order to render the tax valid upon 
ite use in particular cases. ‘‘We see 
no reason why itt should be necessary 
to tax a privilege whenever {ft is used 
for any purpose or else not to tax it at 
all. It is not in its nature tndivisible. 
In holding that the tax under consid- 
eration is a tax on the privilege used 
in making sales at an exchange, we 
thereby hold that it is not a tax upon 
the memorandum required by the stat- 
ute upon which the stamp is to be 
placed. The act does not assume in 
any manner to interfere with the laws’ 
of the State in relation to the contract 
ef eale. Though Congress might have 
adopted some other means of collecting 
the tax which would prove less trouble- 
some or annoying to the taxpayer, 
there can surely be no reason for hold- 
ing that the method set forth in the 
act renders the tex invalid. The means. 
must be ep question for Congress alone.”

SPEEDING IN FOG. 


Supreme Court Takes Up the Case 
of the Chattahootchie. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS. DAY REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, April 3.—The United 
States Supreme Court today decided 
the somewhat exploited question of 
the liability of sailing vessels for ex- 
cessive speed in case of collision in 
foggy weather. The case involved the 
collision of the American steamship 
Chattahootchie and the Canadian 
schooner Golden Rule off Nantucket 
Shoals, in 1894, whereby the schooner 
‘Was sunk. Both-vessels were proceed- 
ing at top speed in a fog when the ac- 

cidents occurred. 
THE DECISION. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON April 3.—The court 
below held that as the Golden Rule, 
as well as the Chattahoochie, had 
failed to slow down, it was equally 
liable for the disaster, and therefore 
held the owners of the steamers re- 
sponsible for one-half the damage 
done. Justice Brown rendered the 
opinion of the Supreme Court affirming 
this.decision, remarking that “it is not 
perceived why the considerations 
which, demand a slackening of speed

WASHINGTON, April  3.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] President McKinley 
has signed an order giving official 
sanction to experiments for the cure 
of consumption. The order transfers 


of the War Department to the Ma- 
rine Hospital Corps under. the..imme- 
diate direction of Surgeon Gen. Wy- 
man. It is purposed there to conduct 
a series of experiments to learn if 
pulmonary tuberculosis may be cured, 
or even if the progress of the disease 
may be stayed ‘under proper surround. 
ings, and with the aid of scientific 
therapeutics. 

Fort Stanton is about fifty miles 
from Laguna. There are 10,000 acres 
in the military reservation, which with 
the fort and accompanying buildings 
will be placed at the disposal of the 
surgeon of the Marine Corps. For a 
number of years Dr. Wyman has been 
interested in various experiments, 
which have established beyond doubt 
that pulmonary tuberculosis is a germ 
disease and therefore. amenable. to 
treatment. 

Dr. Wyman's urgent recommenda- 
tion that the government take an in- 
terest in the prosecution of these in- 
vestigations, indicate that he has con- 
fidence that there may be a well- 
grounded hope for amelioration in the 
condition of the vast army of human 
beings who suffer from the ravages of 
this most destructive of diseases. He 
hopes that with the advantages of 


| climate accorded at Fort Stanton, and 


under the favorable conditions which 
will follow the government control of 
what will practically become a ssani- 
tarium, still greater advancement may 
be anade in this important field of re- 
search. Dr. Wyman does not argue 
that he has discovered a cure for con- 
sumption. He simply believes’ the 
ravages of the disease may be stayed 
under proper conditions and with suf- 
ficient medication, and he desires to 
carry his experiments still further; in 
the mean time furnishing an asylum 
where the afflicted may have their 
condition ameliorated. 

Persons will not be taken to Fort 
Stanton under promise of being cured, 
They will be received there for treat- 
ment in the hope that convalescence 
will ensue. Civilians may be received 
there by permission of the surgeon- 
general perhaps, but members of the 
marine corps, soldiers in arms, and 
Jackies in the navy may be sent there 
under orders, just as those who are 
invalided now are assigned to some 
hospital for treatment. This will in- 
sure a working. basis for the _ start, 
and ultimately it may be that govern- 
ment employés, such as clerks in the 
departments, may be sent to Fort 
Stanton at the government’s expense.

LYNCHINGS INCREASING. 


JUDGE HILLYER READS A REPORT 
TO THE BAPTISTS, | 


Gives Some Startling Statistics to 
Show Why the People are Losing 
Cenfidence in the Law—Legisla- 
tore of Georgia Appealed to to 
Enlarge Courts’ Powers. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

SAVANNAH (Ga.,) April 3.—In the 
Georgia State Baptist convention to- 
day Judge George Hillyer, ex-Mayor 
of Atlanta and formerly on the Superior 
Court bench, presented a report from 
the Committee on Crime and Lynch- 
ings. After reading the report, the 
judge gave some startling figures upon 
the increase of crime, urging the con- 
sideration of the question yon the 
church and suggesting that, as the law 
was slow, the State legislative body be 
appealed to to note the facts and fig- 
ures and take action. 

Judge Hillyer said that in the United 
States there were more homicides than 
in Scotland, England and Prussia. In 
1894 there were 5000 homicides in the 
United States and in 1896, there were 
10,000. In the past year more homi- 
cides were committed in the United 
States than men were killed in Cuba, 
and more than fell at Gettysburg or 
in the Philippines. People @ere losing 
confidence in the law. The press has 
been remarkably quick in bringing the 
matter to the attention of the public, 
but the ease with which verdicts are 
set aside_in the courtroom and the fa- 
cility with which notorious criminals 
escape pQnishment, have brought much 
of this about. 

The amount of crime is increasing 


and it seems that the criminal is the 


only one who has any rights. The 
people lose confidence in the effective- 
ness of the law to punish criminals. 
Hence the increase in lynchings. Judge 
Hillyer said that, although he had 
twice brought ¢his matter before the 
Bar Association, they had taken no 
action. He now appealed from the bar 
to the church to aid in correcting this 
evil. 

e resolutions call upon the Legis- 
lature to so amend the Code of Crimi-’ 
nal Procedure and enlarge the powers 
of the courts as ¢o let all men know 
that the law is willing and able to do 
immediate and thorough justice to 
every case. They assert that lynchings 
are a result of distrust in the prompt- 
ness and efficacy of the legal machin- 
ery.

the new consolidation declare it will be 
equipped to furnish the older trust 
formidable competition. | 

‘“‘Men in the whisky trade in Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Louis, associated 
with Louisville bankers who control 
the Louisville Public Warehouse Com- 
pany, are promoting the company, 
whose prospective title is said to be 
the Illinois Distillery and Warehouse 
Company. In addition to the Louis- 
ville Public Warehouse Company’s 
property, which embraces three stor- 
age plants in thet city, with gross ca- 
pacity of 300,000 barrels, the syndicate 
has taken over the F. H. Taylor & Co. 
distillery and the J. H. McBrayer & 
Co. plant at Frankfort, and the Pepper 
distillery at Lexington... Options are 
also in hand for @ half dozen more.

States Ambassador at Berlin, at the 
German Foreign Office. It was said in 
those newspapers, and in dispatches 
from Berlin, that White had exovressed 
the regret of his government over the 
conduct of Admiral Kautz. Such a 
construction of remarks made by White 
is entirely misleading, and is appar- 
ently designed to convey an impression 
Yadically different from the statement 
made. to officials of the Foreign Of- 
fice by the American Ambassador. 
. The Stn correspondent has the best 
-of authority for saying that White 
was not instructed to.express regret 
for the actions of Admiral Kautz in 
‘withdrawing the recognition of the pro- 
visional government of ‘Samoa, and 
subsequently opening fire on Mataafa’s 
armed followers. White ‘was in- 
structed to say to the German gov- 
ernment that this government regret- 
ted it had been necessary for the 
American naval forces to engage in 
hostilities with the Mataafa party. 
This is quite a different thing from 
expressing regret over the conduct 
of the American naval representatives. 

It means merely that the United

SAMOAN COMMISSION, 


Consideration Given to Selecting an 
American Representative.

WASHINGTON, April 3.—The Pres- 
ident and Secretary Hay have been 
giving: consideration to the selection 
of a representative of the United 
States. government on the Samoan 
commission.

The British govern- 
ment is as ready as the United States 
or Germany to accept the general 
principle of commissioners, but it 
wants to know in advance as to the 
power of the commission. _. 

The indications are that the British 
authorities will give their adherence 
to the agreement within a day or two, 
but it is stated that there is.still a 
chance, although a very slight one, 
that the agreement may not be con- 
cluded. | 
The presént negotiations are concen- 

= trated on':three main points, viz.: 
First, is the commission to report, or 
is it to have executive authority to 
administer as well as to negotiate. and 
if so, what is the extent of its execu- 
tive power; second, will the action of 
the commission be determined by a 
majority or will unanimous action be 
required; third, if a majority deter- 
mination is arranged, what safeguards 
are provided to insure unanimous ex- 
ecution. This last point—as between 
majority or unanimous action—is a 
vexing one and is the one which has 
arisen as between the consular officials

W. J. Wright of Pittsburgh, president of 
the Phoenix Brewing Co ny, died of heart 
failure in the Hotel Buchtel at Akron, 0O., 
yesterday. He was one of the best-known 
brewers in the country. 

A Lima (Peru) cablegram says the Yarura 
Maru, the first steamer of the new Japanese 
line, thirty-four days out from Yokohama, 
arrived yesterday, bringing 732 Japanese emi- 
grants, chiefly domestic servants and agricul- 
tural. laborers. : 

State Superintendent of Insurance O’Rear 
has levied a tax of 2 per cent. on the pre- 
miums of foreign insurance companies doing 
business in Missouri. The total tax amounts 
to $243,815, an increase of $10,500 over that 
levy last year. 

A dispatch from Marinette, Wis., says the 
Edward Hines Lumber Company of Chicago 
has purchased the entire season’s cut of the 
N. Ludington shingle Mill, about thirty mil- 
lion feet. It is the second largest deal made 
this year, and the consideration is about 
$350,000. The purchase includes all the laths 
as well as shingles. 

A Mt. Olive (Ill.) dispatch says the hoist- 
ing refiners of the Consolidated Coal Com- 
pany are on a strike for an increase of 
wages and eight hours. They have given 
their companies notice that unless their de- 
mands are conceded a general strike will be 
inaugurated. The mines are all idle. 

The Empire Steel and Iron Company, re- 
cently formed in New York, which is purchas- 
ing a number of idle furnace plants in the 
East, which it will develop, has bought the 
Bay State Iron Furnace at Fort Paine, and 
is said to be after several other inactive 
plants in Alabama, Georgia and Tennessee, 
with a view to reviving them. 

A Bellaire (O.) dispatch says the employés 
of the Aetna-Standard Iron and Steel Works 
at Aetna and Mingo, O., have been notified 
of an edvance of wages of 10 per cent., to go 
into effect immediately. The works were 
lately purchased by the National Steel Com- 
pany. The advance was voluntary on the 
part of the company. About 4500 men are 
affected. 

D. W. Semple and G. M. Allen of the Klon- 
dike Nugget, are at Ottawa from Dawson. 
They have been carrying on a war in their 
paper against the Canadian officials in the 
Yukon, and have arrived to press upén the 
government certain reforms. They do not 
represent any body of men in particular.

In fact, while the 
desired port of entry to the northern 
zold fields is much in demand among 
Canadians and Englishmen, I rather 
incline to the opinion that a satisfac- 
tory adjustment of the lumber and 
céal schedules are equally, if not more 
50, in demand. On my way west 1 
consulted with vartous Senators and

find, all things considered, that our 
lumber people in all parts of the 
United States are inclined to yield a 
little in this matter provided the tar- 
iff on lumber, and coal. a’so if possi- 
ble, could be made part of the treaty. 
Lumbering is a.great industry, and 
we could net for a moment consider 
the proposition of. removing the tariff 
‘altogether. The lumbermen as a rule 
would willingly make a reduction on 
the tariff from $2 to $1.60 a thousand,

Temperance Men sen Whisky Deal- 
“TY? to Stop Tis Sale at Posts. 
fA. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 
NEW YORK, April 3.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington = says 
Atty.-Gen. Griggs will render an 
opinion this week on the question of 
authority of the Secretary. of War to 
permit the sale of beer on public res- 
ervations under his control.

‘YALE ALUMNI HALL. 


To Be One of the Finest Class Build- 
7 ings in the World. 
fA. P.. EARLY MORNING REPORT. 


NEW YORK, April 3.—Although no 
appeal has yet been made to the 
public for the money to build the 
great Alumni Hall at Yale which 
President Dwight wishes to make a 
conspicuous feature of the bi-centen- 
nial ceremonies in October, 1901, a 
large sum has been promised by mem- 
bers of the Funds Committee in New 
York and other cities. At a meeting 
of the New York branch of the com- 
mittee last week more than $150 000 
was promised, but this does not near‘y 
represent the total amount that Yale 
men here are expected to contribute 
after the appeal for funds has been 
issued. It is expected that this appeal 
will be made by means of a circular 
issued from New Haven within ten 
The Boston alumni raised $235,- 
000 last week. 

It is not known precisely how much 
money will be required for the alumni 
building, but there will probably be 
no difficulty in raising all that is nec- 
essary to erect one of the finest class 
buildings in the world.

NATION PAYS, TRIBUTE 


| PRESIDENT ORDERS HONORS FOR 
THE DEAD SOLDIERS. 


Stars and Stripes to Re Half-masted 
on All Public Ruildings Thurs- 
day—Ceremontiecs to Attend In- 
terments at Arlington on That 
Day. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, April 3.—Arrange- 
ments have been practically com- 
pleted for the funeral services on the 
occasion of the reinterment in the Ar- 
lington Cemetery at 2 o'clock Thurs- 
day afternoon. of the remains of about 
three hundred and fifty soldiers and 
civilians who lost their lives as a re- 
sult of wounds or disease in th>® cam- 
reigns of Santiago or Porto Rico. The 
services will be of the simplest char- 
acter, being confined to the commit- 
ment service conducted: by Post Chap- 
lain Charles W. Freeland, who has 
been sutrmoned here from the mili- 


tary post at Fort Monroe for that pur-. 


pose. 

Full militarv honors will be paid the 
memory of the patriotic dead, and all 
regular ‘troops in that vicinity, the 
District Netional Guard and a. bat- 
talion of marines will participate in 
the ceremony at the cemetery. Col. 
Francis L. Guenther of the Fourth 
Artillery will have command of the 
military escort exercises.. 

The President and most of the offi- 
cials of the administration in this city 
will attend the funeral services. Pres- 
ident McKinley today issued the fol- 
lowing executive order in connection 
with the interments: 

EXECUTIVE. ORDER. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

“It is fitting that in behalf of the 
nation, tributes of honor be paid to 
the memories of the noble men who 
lost their lives in their country’s sevv- 
ice during the late war with Spain. It 
is the more fitting, inasmuch as, in 
consonance with the spirit of our free 
institutions and in obedience to the 
-most exalted promptings of patriotism, 
do battle for their country’s ‘honor, 
under their country’s flag, went freely 
from every quarter of our beloved 
land. Each soldier, each sailor, part- 
ing from home ties and putting b>- 
hind private’ interests in the 
presence of the stern emergencies of 
unsought war with an alien foe, was 
an individual type of devotion of the 
citizen to the state which makes our 
nation strong in unity and in action. 

“Those who died left. to many homes 
the undying memories that attend the 
heroes of all ages. It was fitting that 
with the advent of peace, won by their 
sacrifice, their bodies should be’ gath- 
ered with tender care and restored to 
home and kindred. This has been 
done with the dead of Cuba and Porto 
Rico. Those of the Philippines _ still 
rest where they fell, watched over bv 
their surviving comrades and crowned 
with the love of a grateful nation. 

“The remains of manv brought t9 
our shores have been delivered to their 
families for private buria'. But for 
others of the brave officers and men 
who perished there has been reserved 
interment in grounds” sacred to the 
soldiers and sailors among the trib- 
utes of military honor and _ national 
mourning they have so well deserved.

COAL TRADE OUTLOOK. 


Present Situation and Prospects Dis- 
cussed by a Veteran Authority. 
1A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, April  3.—Discussing 
the coal trade situation and outlook, 
Frederick E. Seward, editor: of the 
Coal Trade Journal, and a veteran au- 
pertaining ‘to 


the coal industry, says: 

“There is an improvement in the 
anthracite trade due to cold weather 
and a revival of prosperity that has 
enabled people.to buy more. Generally, 
“the condition of both the anthracite and 
bituminous business is good. In the 
case of anthracite this is attributable 
to the reasons already mentioned, while 
the satisfactory condition of the bi- 
tuminous’ trade results from a great- 
er prevailing activity manufac- 
turing consequent upon the,return of 
prosperity. The coal outlook for the 
year is excellent in every department. 
More coal is required by our manufac- 
turers and better conditionrSinthe rail- 
roads are making it rpcessary for 
railroads to supply their locomotives 
with more coal also. Railroads are the 
large users of bituminous coal, and 
when they are hauling plenty of freight 
it means so much better demand for 
the producer of bituminous coal. They 
are buying. their supply of coal this 
year on a basis of 50 cents a ton at 
the mines in the western part of Penn- 
sylvania. With the low cost of the 
fuel and the large business likely to 
accrue on account of the improvement 
in general trade, their earnings oueh* 
to show up much better than they aid 
last year. 

“Opening of navigation on the lakes 
will be of benefit to the trade because 
the cold weather in the West has re- 
duced the stocks on hand much below 
the usual quantity at this time of the 
year, creating an immediate demand 
for about 500,000 tums of anthracite 
more than is usually carried at this 
eason. And the increased demand for 

ituminous coal from all sources wil] 
also, to a large extent, be filled by 
means of lake vessels. The combina-

Visit Pamama and Nicaragua, 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 
NEW YORK, April 3.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says 
President McKinley will announce on 
Tuesday the seven members of the new 


Isthmian Canal Commission. The 
names indefinitely determined upon 
are Rear-Admiral Walker, Brig.-Gen. 


Haines and Prof. Haupt of the Nica- 
ragua Canal Commission, Civil Engi- 
neer Noble of Chicago, formerly a 
member of the Lud!ow Canal Commis- 
sion, and Civil Engineer Vojght. The 
seventh member of the commission may 
be Civil Engineer Morrison of New 
York, who has been in W ashington for 
the last three days. 

Under the terms of the act the com- 
mission will visit both the Panama,and 
Nicaragua. routes. The President is

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THE RESPONSIBILITY. 

Senator Hoar, Ed. Atkinson, and 
other milk-and-water theorists of New 
England, are keeping up a desultory, 
Jong-range, but annoying fire in the 
rear on the American forces in the 
Philippines, and on the Washington 
administration. The volleys of these 
fire-in-the-rear patriots, it is true, con- 
gist entirely of paper bullets, and their 
aim is even worse than that of the 
misguided. Filipinos; for the latter do 
occasionally manage to hit an Ameri- 
can, while the shots of Messrs. Hoar, 
Atkinson, and others of the Humani- 
tarian Guerrilla Brigade, hit only the 
circumambient atmosphere, making 
plenty ofmoise, but doing no particular 
harm. 

One of the favorite postulates of 
these guerrilla theorists is, in sub- 
stance, fo the effect that the adminis- 
tration is responsible for the state of 
war which exists in the Philippines; 
and the President is frantically be- 
- seeched to stop the slaughter of these 
poor, downtrodden people, who are 
“fighting for their independence,” etc., 
etc. This sort of talk is all very well 
from the standpoint of a dyspeptic New 
England theorist, but, as a matter of 
practical fact, we are confronted by 
conditions, not by’ theories, in the 
Philippines. The blame for these 
conditions does not rest upon the 
President, nor upon the American peo- 
ple, in whose behalf and at whose be- 
hest the Président is acting. . 

The responsibility for the existing 
condition of war in the Philippines 
rests primaril’ upon the misguided 
Filipinos themselves, and secondarily 
upon Messrs, Hoar, Atkinsgh, and the 
gang of milksop statesmen, misnamed 
.. philanthropists, designing politicians, 
ignorant demagogues, and ‘“‘humani- 
tarians” of the neuter gender, whose 
ill-timed critteism of the government, 


and whose mawkish sympathy for a] 


semi-civilized people who do not un- 
derstand the elementary meanings of 
liberty, have encouraged that people 
“to enter™upon a hopeless struggle 
against’the power and authority of this 
The Filipinos are less to 


blame for ‘having bitten the kindly. 


hand that rescued them from oppres- 
sion than are their American sym- 
pathizers for having encouraged them 
to commit an act of sych base _in- 
gratitude and treachery. For the Fili- 
pinos have for 400 years been edu- 
cated in®*the hard sehool of Spanish 
treachery, cruelty, and greed; while 
their American sympathizers live in 
an enlightened land, where they 
should have Iearned some lessons, in 
practical affairs, of which they appear 
to be entirely ignorant. ; 
The Filipinos transformed a condi- 
tion of peace into a condition of war 
by their own rashness in attacking 
the Ameriean forces. back of Manila. 
Their leaders would hardly have ven- 
tured upOn .so foolhardy an_  enter- 
prise if they had not been led to be- 
lieve that they would be upheld in 
their opposition to the Americans by 
a considerable faction among the peo- 
ple of the United States. They ob- 
tained this impression through the ut- 
terances of Hoar and other Filipino 
sympathizers in Congress, and through 
the officious utterances of other Fili-- 
pino sympathizers who are not in 
public life, but who, while they have 
no burden of responsibility to bear in 
connection with the conduct of the 
government, make enough noise to 
convince. the average heathen that 
‘they are “the whole thing.”” The per- 
sistent demonstrations of these bellig- 
erent non-combatants were evidently 
sufficient to convince the Filipino 
leaders that public sentiment in the 
United States was so much divided, as 
to the policy to be pursued in-~ the 
Philippines, that a vigorous show of 
resistanee on their part might suffice 
to change the course of the adminis- 
tration, and to give the Islands over 
torthe hdrbaric despotism which Agut. 


\ 


naldo and his chiefs were seeking to 
establish. The fallacy of this view of 
the case has been pretty thoroughly 
demonstrated within the. past few 
weeks, 

In entering upon a war with Spain, 
the United States was actuated solely 
Ny considerations of humanity. The 
crushing of Spanish power in the 
Philippines was one of the results of 
that war. The conflict with the na- 


tives in the Philippines was not of 


our seeking. ‘Having crushed the 
Spanish power in the archipelago, we 
assumed a responsibility for the pres- 
ervation of order which we could not 
evade. There has been no time since 
the victory of Admiral Dewey in Ma- 
nila Bay when it would have been safe 
or right for us to withdraw our forces 
from the PhilippSnes. So far as Our 


desires and intentions were concerned, 


the war in the Philippines began ahd 
ended with.the overthrow of Spanish 
power. We had neither desire nor in- 
tention to make war _upon the natives 
of the islands. On the contrary, we 
aimed to benefit them, to extend to 
them a helping hand, to lift them out 
of oppression and despair into free- 
dom and happiness. They mistrusted 
our intentions, and misconstrued our 
motives.. They were disgruntled, at 
the outset, because they were not per- 
mitted to sack the city of Manila. By 
their subsequent course, culminating 
in a treacherous night . attack upon 
the American lines, they transformed 
a friendly ally temporarily into. an 
aggressive and terrible foe. They have

hit at the New York Casino twelve

slightly altered name of ‘“Erminee.”’. 
The reason for this change of name 
has provoked much conjecture upon 
the part of those who are unacquainted 
with the history of the opera, which 
is briefly this: 

The libretto of “Erminie’’ is hardly 
more than the old French comedy- 
drama, “Robert Macaire,’’ set to mu- 
sic, and for this reason its producers 
were refused the protection of copy- 
right, except in the case of the title. 
When it was produced in New York 
at the Casino, John McCaul, a rival 
manager, decided that the dainty op- 
era was common property, and ac- 
cordingly put it on at his: own theater. 
He was promptly enjoined by the Ca- 
sino people, but the decision in the 
case was that anyone ‘had the right to 
produce the opera, but that the title 
alone was protected by copyright. Mc- 
Caul changed the name of his pro- 
duction td ‘‘Herminie,’’ and played it 
under that title for two years. Since 
that time ‘it has been produced by 
different opera companies something 
over 10,000 times, and the right of the 
first producers to royalty has never 
been acknowledged. Under the names 
of ‘‘Herminie,” ‘“‘Robert Macaire,”’ ‘““The 
Two Robbers” and “The Two Vaga- 
bonds” the opera has enjoyed a long 
and successful career. At the Tivoli 
in San Francisco it bears the name of 
“The Robbers,’”’ but Managers Shaw 
and Wakefield chose to call it “Er+ 
minee,”’ thinking that the condensed 
and slightly altered version used by 
the Wakefield Opera Company would 
be more easily recognized as one of 
the many versions of the original op- 
era if they: adhered as closely. as pos- 
sible to: tHe original title. In..-Mr. 
Wakefield’s version, as in seme of the 
others, the names in the cast are 
altered, as well as the title. 

As for the opera itself, it is very 
prettily put on at the Burbank. The 
opening production Sunday night was 
ragged in many ways, owing to. in- 
sufficient rehearsal and to an apparent 
inability on the part of the orchestra 
to keep. anywhere near the singers. 
Last night the performance was smooth 
and spirited, the costuming was com- 
plete in all its details, and the or- 
chestra, under the baton of Carl Maar- 
tens, gave adequate support at all 
times.

TEN MILLION POUNDS. 


ENGLISH MONEY MARKET OWES 
THAT SUM TO THE BANK. 


A Year Ago the Debt Was Less Than 
Half That Sum—Present Lowness 
of Discount Rates Misleading. 
Germans are Buying Spanish 
Bonds. 


{[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, April 3.—The Times 
London financial correspondent cables: 

‘We have passed a straight, and in 
a monetary sense are on a broad river 
again. But it is a river betraying 
symptoms of a coming drought. Drop 
ping the simile, our money market has 
this week had to borrow upwards of 
£7,000,000 from the Bank of England 


to help it through the stock exchange 


settlement. and end the quarter de- 
mands for’ cash and credit. Added 
to previous borrowings, this puts the 
market over £10,000,000 in debt to the 
bank. One year ago, the debt of the 
market to the bank was less than 
half this sum. Perhaps the fact that 
Easter and the end of the quarter 
came together, increased the demand 
for assistance and some of the holiday 
cash will doubtless come back. This, 
however, is scarcely worth weighing 
against the increased poverty of the 
market—a poverty which gives it a 
permanent trend toward dearness. 
“You may take it as certain that the 
market will not be able to repay the 
bank all this money during the present 


quarter. For -a few days at a time 


it may get free, but each. recurring 
stock exchange settlement will see the 
market forced to loan on the bank, 
and as the months pass, its dependence 
will increase. Unless gold flows in 
from abroad as there is no sign of 
its doing, we must expect the money 
market to be subject to spasms and 
tightness all the summer. Do not, 
then, allow the present lowness of dis- 
count rates to mislead you. If* the 
bank cannot afford to allow its rate 
to fall below®3 per cent., and it as- 
suredly cannot in the present circum- 
stances, the open market is playing for 
a bad fall by driving its rate down to 2 
per cent., or little more. 

“Short credits may be plentiful for 
the next few days, but the supply will 
soon run short and I will not be sur- 
prised to see money as tight as ever on 
the next stock pay day. In some re- 
spects the demand for money on the 


stock exchange this week was less | 


than was looked for. Less new money 
that is, was required. The account 
was extremely heavy and _ afforded 
slack from the resources of American 
capitalists. Bond, bullion and com- 
pany may seem richer on paper than 
ever because of the company owning 
a greater quantity of securities but 
these securities are increasingly un- 
marketable in most instances, and 
holders cannot shake themselves clear. 

“Instead*of mioney raised by pledg- 
ing good securities, being lent upon 
others equally marketable, it is sunk 
in half unselable colonial loans, in un- 
derwritten shares of new Companies, 
or in mine shares. Everybody wants 
In~this way the market is 
smothered and large free trading is 
much hampered. Cheap money would 
soon enable this to be put right, but 
we cannot have that without some 
millions more gold, and so the moral 
of my tale is ‘lookout for squalls.’ 

‘We cannot buy all your railroad 
stocks back again, except in spurts, 
and with the hope of reselling forth- 
with at a profit. From this motive 
we bought some and closed out a few 
bears before taking our holiday, be- 
ing in an optimistic mood, but you 
must not be surprised to find us eager 
sellers again before next week is out. 
Like Yourselves, we continue to create 
new opening for capijtal faster than 
we can save, and the position tends 
to grow strained.

WAS NOT A SALE. 


HENRY T. OXNARD DENIES A RE- 
‘PORT WIDELY PUBLISHED. 


~ 


The Four Sugar Factories of Which 
He Was President Have Simply 
Gone into One Organization. 
Outlook for Beet Sugar. 


Henry T. Oxnard, the well-known 
manufacturer of beet sugar, was seen | 
last evening at the Van Nuys and ex- 
pressed himself very freely on the re- 
ports which have been widely published 
of late regarding the alleged sale of the 
four beet-sugar factories of which he 
was president, and also regarding the 
outlook for the beet-sugar enterprise. 

Mr. Oxnard was very. indignant at 
alleged interviews. which have been 
published by an evening paper in this 
city, purporting to have been the re- 
sult of conversation with himself and 
Mr. Clark of the Los Alamitos factory. 


quoted both of them as making state- 
ments which were absolutely false, and 
that neither of them had ever had any 
conversation with any representative 
of the paper in question regarding the 
reported sale of the sugar plants. 

“The whole «ruth of the matter is 
simply this,” said Mr. Oxnard. “‘There 
has been no sale whatever. The four 
Sugar factories at Chino and Oxnard, 
in this State, and at Grand Island and 
Norfolk, Neb., each had an independent 
organization, although I have been 
president of them all. For business 
reasons it was thought best to consoli- 
date them in one company, of awhich 
I have been elected president. This 
new company has taken in new capital, 
which is now practically unlimited, but 
every man in the original companies 
has an interest in the new, correspond- 
ing to. his investment. This new or- 
ganization is not only able to go ahead 
with the business of the four factories 
which it possesses, but it is amply able 
to proceed with any new venture which 
it may in the future decide upon.” 

This statement opened the way for 
the direct query whether*the company 
had any definite projects in view for 
the immediate future, 

To this Mr. Oxnard replied: ‘‘We in- 
tend to build two more factories to be 
ready for business next year.” 

He declined to answer the direct 
question as to the probable location of 
them in this State. He said: ‘“‘We are 
prepared to do business anywhere in 
this State or anywhere on American 
territory. We have not yet decided on 
the location of these factories.” 

Later, thoavever, Mr. Oxnard said: 
“The future of the beet-sugar industry 
is extremely bright, particularlfy in 
this State; brighter here than in any 
other part of the country.” This would 
certainly indicate that the State has 
the best of prospects for securing the 
factories which he said his company 
is to build. 

There is a belief on the part of some 
people that this new organization, 
which is called the American Beet- 
Sugar Company, is to some extent af- 
filiated with the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company (the so-called Sugar 
Trust,) and this has been implied in 
some recent publications. Mr. Oxnard 
was asked in regard to this question. 
and he replied: 

“There is not, there never has been, 
and so far as I can say, there never 
will be, the slightest relationship be- 
tween these two organizations. -No 
man in the trust owns a dollar’s inter- 
est in this organization, nor ever awned 
a dollar’s worth in the organizations 
which have just been united. The two 
organizations are naturally opposed to

Being asked in regard to the effect 
on the beet-sugar industry of the an- 
nexation of the Hawalian and Philip- 
pine Islands, he said: 

“I do not believe that any serious re- 
sults will come to the industry from 
the annexation of the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands, but the Philippines are an un- 


known quantity, of which we stand in 
great fear. 


Asked in regard to the outloc’s for 
the beet crop in California for the | 
present year, Mr. Oxnard said: ‘The | 
prospects -at Chino are not quite as. 
bright as at Oxnard. At the former | 
place probably about five thcusand tons 
of sugar will be made from beets grown 
at Chino and the portions of Orange 
county which ship to that point. That 
is about two-thirds of a crop, we esti- 
mate. At Oxnard we expect to make 
about twelve thousand tons of sugar, 
which is all we care to handle. This is 
the first year at that factory and there 
are alavays delays with new machinery, 
and it avould not be safe to undertake 
to run at full capacity. What is a full 
product at Oxnard for this year, how- 
ever, would be but about three-fourths 
of avyyear after this. It is probable that | 
Southern California will produce about 
two hundred thousand tons of beets. | 
We expect to run each of these two. 
factories about ninety days.”

A CROOKED CASE TAKES A FEW 
MORE TWISTS. 


Anderson and Gebhardt. the Men 
Shot in the Elité Saloon, Testify 
in Faver of O’Keefe—An Unosani 
Forni of Information.

O'Keefe. alais Harper, alias several 
other names, was brought to trial yes- 
terday in the criminal department be- 
fore Jucge Smith and a jury, to an- 
swer the charge of having shot one D. 
H. Anderson in the Blite saloon during 


was 


Before the noon hour the jury 
Selected and testimony was b2ing- 
taken, but it Was speedily revealed 


that the malign influence that oper- 
ated in an attempt to have the charge 
against O'Keefe shelved out of sight 
and mind after the defendant skipped 
out. had again been brought to bear 
in order to favor him. 

Two men were shot by O’Kéefe on 
the night of the trouble in the Elite 
saloon, D. H. Anderson and D. Geb- 
hardt, and two separate informations 
were filed against the defendant, each 
charging the same offense. 

The specific offense alleged in both 
cases is ‘assault with intent to commit 
murder,’ and is not a usual way of 
‘Charging a defendant who has beén 
concerned in a shoting. Law officers 
know the uncertainty of juries, and in 
all shooting cases the usual charge is 
“assault with a deadly weapon with 
intent to commit murder.” This 
charge comprises three distinct of- 
fenses—the major one of intent to com- 
mit murder. assault with a deadly 
weapon, and simple assault, and conse- 
quently in such cases there are ‘three 
chances in favor of the prosecution. 
Why Deputy District Attorney Mc- 
Comas, who drew informations, 
did not observe the ordinary form has 
not been made to appear. 

James McLachlan, Esq.. who is an 
ex-District Attorney, appeared as 
counsel for the defense, and Con Mal- 
lory. who was the detective attached 
to the District Attorney's office during 
the last administration, has also been 
engaged in working up O’Keefe’s case, 
judging by results so far, his efforts 
have not heen altogether unsuccessful. 

The story as told at the preliminary 
examination, held nearly tWo years 
ago. was explicit in its main facts. 
O'Keefe had been drinking in the Elite 
saloon and became involved in a dis- 
pute with a young fellow known in the 
case only as “The Kid.” The present 
defendant was about to whip the kid 
when @ laborer named Robert Andeér- 
son interposed in his behalf, and drew 
the wrath of O'Keefe: upon: himself. 
Both men got to fighting and O'Keefe 
got the worst of it, for he fell down 
and Anderson left the saloon to go 
home. D. H. Anderson, when giving 
his testimony at that examination, 
stated that in a little while his brother 
returned to the saloon with the Kid, 
and seeing O'Keefe had left, entered 
the place. Other men were present 
and all were standing up close to the 
bar. when the door opened and O'Keefe 
entered with a gun, and someone cried 
“Oh! oh!” as he stepped inside. All 
heads were turned to see what was 
the matter, and then. O'Keefe fired. 
testified that’he thought his 


brother had been shot, and he aimed a 
blow at the defendant’ with @ cane he 
carried, to knock the gun from his 
hand. 
: These facts were blankly contradicted 
yesterday by several witnesses. .A..R. 
Baur was reafiy the only witness that 
told a story that approximated closely 
to the one elicited at’ the preliminary 
examination. McLain, G. §&. 

de Garmo, and D. H. Anderson and D. 
Gebhardt. the two men who were shot, 
made a series of statements that dis- 
tinctly favored the defense. Gebhardt, 
the pickle vendor who was shot in the 
small of the back, appeared to be an 
illiterate German, and may have testi- 
fied in good faith when he said he 
could not identify. the man. who shot 
him. but Anderson was a witness above 
rather than below the average: in: in- 
telligence. He positively stated that 
when O'Keefe entered the salgon ‘the 
second time he thought he was going 
to resume his quarrel with the Wwit- 
nesses’ brother, “and “he thereupon 
raised his cane and was in the act of 
striking him when he saw the pistol in 
O'Keefe’s hand. The cane broke, and 
he seized the weapon, grappling with 
O'Keefe. and almost. simultaneously, 
two shots were fired, the hand of the 
witness being slightly powder burned 
int the palm. This witness conceded 
that he had met and talked with 
O'Keefe since the shooting, having met 
him in Seattle, but he denied that he 
at had any business dealings with 

m. 
_ Practically the testimony of the pros- 
ecuting witness, Anderson, was an ad- 
mission that he had first assatltéd 
O'Keefe, and counsel for the defense 
with show of fine indignation, asked 
the question: 

“I ask you as a witness under oath 
on the witness stand whether thé de- 
fendant was not justified in firing that 
shot?” 

The question was not allowed, but 
it had beén asked and thé jury -had 
been impréssed. On redirect exam- 
ination, Assistant. D'strict Attornéy 
Johnstone Jones asked: Anderson if he 
had not testified to another state of 
facts at the preliminary examination 
but the witness answered in such pe- 
culiar fashion that his answer might.

Helen M. McCutcheon, a widow, and 
L. Mary and L. Martha, twins less than 
1 year old, through, their mother, Mrs. 
H. M. McCutcheon,-as guardian, have 
begun an action against Matthew Sla- 
vin, the contractor, to recover heavy 
damages. 

It is alleged in the complaint filed 
in the case thaa the defendant was 
the contractor for the erection of the. 
Hotel Green annex, and the deceased, 
John McCutcheon, husband and father 
of the plaintiffs, was empioved as a 
hod carrier in April of last year. It is 
averred that the scaffolding on the 
building in course of erection was de- 
fective, and when McCutcheon went 
upon it in the course of his duty it 
broke and the hod carrier was preci- 
pitated to the ground and died on 
May 1. 

It is averred that the plaintiffs were 
wholly dependent upon the deceased 
for their maintenance and support, and 
a claim is set up for $15,000 as dam- 
ages.

The Sigafus ¥%80,000 Bond Package 
to Be Fought Over. 

The valise that was discovered by 
the Chicago police in an alleyway, 
and that contained $80,000 in bonds 
belonging to J. M. Sigafus, is to be 
made the subject of adjudication in 
the Superior Court of this county. 
Yesterday Wells, Fargo & Co. began 
suit against J. M. Sigafus, Dudley 
Porter, J. L. Hobson, C. F Morse 
and H. Z. Osborne to.compel them to 
come’ into court and inter-plead and, 
determine who is entitled to the val- 
uable valise, now in the possession of 
the plaintiff express company. 

The present complication had its 
origin in the sale of the Good Hope 
mine, at Perris, to eastern capital- 
ists about two years ago. At that 
time Sigafus, who was pert owner of 
the mine, negotiated the sale and suc- 
ceeded in disposing of the property to 
Haverhill (Mass.) capitalists for abouy 
$200,000. After being operated for 
some time, the returns not appearing 
to justify the expert’s opinion wpon 
which the purchase had been made, 
charges of underhand dealing were 
indulged in. Suit was brought against 
Sigafus in the East by the Massachu- 
setts men, who obtained a very heavy 
judgment. But there wes difficulty in 
having the judgment satisfied, for no 
property belonging to Sigafus could 
be found against which an attach- 
ment- would lie.

COMPANY IN THE COMBINE. . 


Arrangements mot Yar 
but: Officials Admit They Will 
Be—Bishop & Co. deny Any In- 
tention to Consolidate — Are 


The Southern © California , Cracker 
‘Company will become a part of the 
Cracker trust. This statement was 
made last evening by. Jacob, Beck, 4 
member of the company. Just whén | 
the consolidation arrangements. will be 
completed ‘is as yet a matter of con- 
jJecture. Beck says it may be in four 
‘weeks or it may not be for six, and 
that none.of the members ofthe com- 
pany knows the exact date. 

The plant of the Southern California 
Company on Aliso street was closed 
yesterday, and this fact was taken ‘by 
some as an’ indication: that the con- 
solidation. so far as the- Los Angeles 
firm is concerned had been completed. 
Mr. Beck, however, says that the clos- 
ing yesterday was not an unusual 
Proceeding, but that it is customary 
‘for the plant to be closed a day or 
two of each week, and usually one of | 
these days is Monday. He asserted 
that the factory would be open again , 
and running as usual before the end 
of the week. but that on account ‘of | 


over production it was necessary to. 


shut down occasionally to let the or- 
— catch up with the supply of crack- | 


"When asked if’ the joining of the 
trust would compel the Los Angeles 
factory to'close, Mr. Beck said that 
he thought not. He said that one 
firm (referring to Bishop & Co.) could 
not supply the demands of this dis- 
trict. and that even though the trust 
desired to close the Southern Califor- 
nia Company's factory, it would be 
necéssary to keep it open. Mr.’ Beck’s 
opinion was that. Bishop & Co., would 
eventually join the trust, but he did 
not- sey that they had agreed to such 
an arrangement.

cense. The restaurant liquor licenses apply 
to any ‘‘restaurant or eating-place where 
spirituous, vinous, malt or mixed intoxicating 
liquors are sold, served or given away, in 
original sealed packages containing not less 
than one pint with bona-fide meal.’’ A ‘‘bona- 
fide meal’ is defined to be ‘‘such a quantity 
and class of food as is ordinarily served for 
consumption in establishments maintained for 
the purpose of selling or serving meals."’ The 
conviction of any person connected with a 
liquor establishment of violation of the or- 
dinance makes it obligatory for the Board of 
City Trustees to immediately revoke the li- 
cense for that establishment. 

Nothing is said in the ordinance as to the 
number of saloons that shall be permitted in 
town. It is provided that the ordinance shall 
not apply to ‘‘the sale by druggists, for 
medicinal purposes only, upon the prescription 
in writing given by any regularly licensed 
physician.’’ 

The fact that the ordinance is silent as to 
the number of saloons to be permitted is said 
to be due to the fear that such a provision 
might invalidate the ordinance, that question 
not having been passed upon by the courts. 
The ordinancé’ was drawn after the ones in 
force in Los Angeles and other neighborink 
towns,

Gor HIS JUST DESERTS. 


Notorious “Knockout Drops” Artist 
Sent to State’s Prison. 

J. H. Mosher, a low-browed Scotch- 
man who broke“the law with |: 
in Los Angeles and San Diego, has 
come to grief at last. He Was sen- 
tenced to ten years’ imprisonment at 
Sacramento last Saturday for helping 
to rob a man named Posten by means 
of “knockout drops,” @ favorite method 
of Mosher’s for possessing himself of 
other pneople’s valuables. 

Mosher formerly conducted a low 
saloon in San Diego, which became 
so notorious on account of the fre- 
quent brawls and robberies that oc- 
curred there that his license was 
eventually revoked. Then he came to 
Los Angeles and bought an interest in 
a saloon here. Complaints of people 
being “doped” and robbed in this place 
became so frequent that he again lost 
his license. 

On February 10, 1898, Mosher was 
arrested on the charge of having helped 
to dope and rob a young German named 
Carl Sghmidt, in the Bouquet Saloon 
on Commercial street. He managed to 
escape prosecution in some manner, 
for the court records show that the 
complaint was dismissed on the 28th of 
the same month. A short while. prior 
to the Schmidt case, Mosher was ar- 
rested for assault to murder Jack Koh- 
ler, a saloon bum, whose skull Mosher 
cracked with a beer glass in the Adobe 
Saloon at the northwest corner of 
Main and Los Angeles streets.
